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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicant has 
rewritten previously objected claims 9, 1 1, 17, 33 and 42 into independent form. 
Further, newly filed independent claims 73, 80 and 87 have been drafted to include 
limitations previously indicated as allowable in the previous Office action. The prior art 
of record shows various devices that include jaws and means for adjusting roll and pitch 
(e.g. Knoepfler 747), but fail to disclose the specific means for selecting the roll position 
and maintaining the roll position using a spring means biasing a detent. The prior art 
also fails to disclose the device including jaws and means for adjusting the roll and pitch 
of the jaws and specifically an elongate handle with a distal axis longitudinally offset 
from the proximal axis and having an "S" shape as set forth in the instant applications 
claims.
